Robinson, tho plaintiff in the big 
suit recently brought against Stan- 
ford & Co., and numerous other de- 
fendants, in the Fourth 
District 


Court, and 
Anthony Coolot aud 


Anthony Egl, have joined in a peti- 
tion which has already been forwarded 
to Washington, asking that Congress 
appoint a Joint Committee, to sit in 
San Francisco dnriu6 the recess, to 
inquire into the affiiivs of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company, the 'firm 
of Charles Crocker & Co., and the 
Contract and Finance Company. 
The petition sets forth, among a 
great many other things that are not 
new to tho public, that Robinson be- 
came a stockholder in the Central 
Pacific Railroad in 1862, and the 
other petitioners in 1864. 
That the 


portion of the road built by the 
Union Pacific, lying between Ogden 
aud Promontory Point, has been 
purchased, aud is now owned and 
operated by the Central 
Pacific,

that by reason of havjng the control 
of such large sums of money and 
property, Stanford & Co. possess 
great influence, and htve, so far, 
succeeded in preventing Congress 
or any State legislative body from

TICES,1 


And that they have expended large 
sums of money tb influence legisla- 
tion in their favor, and to prevent 
the passage of 'adverse measures, 
both in Congress and in the Legisla- 
ture of this State, and it is their boast 
that, by the use of money, no legis- 
lation adverse to them can be had. 
The petitioners say that they have 
often demanded from Stanford & Co. 
aii account of their acts and dodges 
in the premises, aud to be paid what 
might bo rightfully due to them, as 
their proportion of ttie earnings and 
E 


rofita of said railroads; but they 
ave refused to account to the peti- 


tioners or to pay to them their share 
of their earnings and profits, and 
have accused the petitioners of try- 
ing to levy blackmail upon them be- 
cause they made the.«e demands. 


The petition avers that although 


the petitioners have a remedy at law, 
to enforce their rights in the prem- 
ises, and the courts of tuis State are 
presided, over 
by honorable and 


learned Judges, yet they are all men 
of small means, and Stanford & Co., 
having the control of so much money, 
and having in their employment a 
large staff of eminent counsel, 


THE DELAYS OF TrfE LAW 


Can be invoked to hinder nnd pre- 
vent the petitioners from Obtablish- 
iiig their rights, except at a coat that 
would be beyond their ability to pay. 
They therefore approach "the su- 
preme law-making power of the na- 
tion," claiming that the interests of 
tlie Government are identical with 
their own, inasmuch as the Govern- 
ment ia entitled ' o five per cent on 
the net earnings of tho road from tha 
timu of completion, and it is of im- 
portance to it to determine what 
charges are properly deductible from 
the gross oaanings, so as to arrive at 
the true sum of the net earnings. 
And if the property and earnings of 
the Southern Pacific belong to the
